VIEWS OF GEXgKAL HANCOCK. 


N ew Y o r k, August 7th.—The Herald in­ 
terviewed General Hancock yesterday re­ 
garding the omission from his letter of 
acceptance of bis views on free ships and the 
revenue tariff. 
Hancock said : “ Í have very 
definite views, clear to my own mind, at 
least, npou both topic-, and I trust upon 
others which concern the country’s welfare. 
1». was not without serious debate that I con­ 
cluded they had no proper place in the letter. 
Two considerations prevailed : First—That a 
letter of acceptance was not the right medium 
through which to announce uiy final judgment 
upon any great question depending for its 
solution upon future legislation and careful 
executive review. 
Second—That I have no 
right to mar the present situation of the 
party by a setof expressions superfluous to its 
adopted platform and principles, with which, 
as I said before, I am in full accord.” The 
questions of tariff and free ships were so in­ 
teresting to Hancock that he did not refrain 
from a private discussion of them, which was 
intensely interesting and at the same time 
most tantalizing to Lis listener, whom the 
General forbade to record a word of it. 
“ No,” said he, “ I do not propose to supple­ 
ment my letter of acceptance by any ad­ 
dendum. 
It is enough that I arn cordially 
In line with the party and the campaign.” 
GAItFlELD Ü01NG HQME. 
General Garfield left to day for his home 
in Ohio. 
He will rest on Sunday at Chau­ 
tauqua lake. As the train speeded past 
several stations, the people gathered, waved 
their hands, handkerchiefs aud flags, and 
General Garfield bowed his acknowledg­ 
ments. 
At Patterson, the first stopping- 
place, 5,000 or <5,000 people, mostly of the 
laboring classes, closed around the car aud 
cheered heartily. 
Garfield spoke as follows : 
“ FellOw-citizens, I thank you for this Btrong 
demonstration of your kindness. 
I have 
been in Patterson two or three times in my 
life. I have seen your great industry and 
your great growth, but the best thing in Pat­ 
terson, and the best thing of a republic, next 
to liberty, is the labor of our people. That it 
shall be free and honorable and snccessful is 
the very first element of the material pros­ 
perity of our country, I thank you for this 
reception.” 
Great applause followed the 
General’s remarks. The band played “ Hail, 
Columbia,” and the train moved on. 
ANOTHER SHORT SPEECH. 
A t Hancock General Garfield spoke as fol­ 
lows to the people assembled: “ Fellow-cit- 
izens: You have a town here named after 
one of the framers aud first signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
He signed his 
name in very big letters, and he helped to 
make a nation that we think should be spelled 
with a big inicial letter. 
That name. 1 have 
no doubt, reflects a part of its glory upon the 
peop’e of your town, and all the citizens of 
the Union are sharers of the blessings of the 
nation which he helped to found.” 
A t Su-quehanna, after General Garfield 
had made a brief speech to a large croud, 
three cheers were given for Garfield and A r­ 
thur, whereupon some one called for three 
cheers for Hancock, which elicited cheers and 
laughter. There were perhaps 8,000 people 
around the depot when the train arrived at 
Binghamton, 
to 
whom General Garfield 
s-id : “ This portion of New York has asso­ 
ciations and r-laliuLship ty jj.e that I cannot 
forget. Just away on the road leading from 
here is the . pot where my father was born. I 
have long desired to visit it, and I am as near 
it to day as I shall be on this journey. 
I 
thank you for this greeting.” 
A t Oswego, Waverley, Elmira, Middleton, 
Corning, IJornellsviile, Addison and Wells- 
ville, where the train stopped a few minutes, 
crowds filled the depots, and General Garfield 
was compelled to utter a few words of thanks 
for the demonstrations. 
The party reached 
Jamestown at 12:15, and took the boat for 
Chautauqua.

The Doctor drank a 
glass of milk, and called for a Georgia water­ 
melon. This he tapped, dug his hand into it 
and ate hrartily. 
When remonstrated with, 
he asked to be left alone, saying, “ No, my 
lords, I am running this now.” When he 
placed a glass of milk to his mouth, he re­ 
marked, 
“ Gentleman, maybe you don’t 
believe that’s good.” The signal for the ex­ 
piration of the fast was a whistle from a fac­ 
tory in the vicinity. 
When it blew Tanner 
hail a peach in his hand, but before he could 
put it into his mouth some body snatched it 
away. In response to the plaudits of the 
assemblage, Tanner, who was sitting upon a 
chnir placed upon a table, waved his hanker- 
chief over his head. At a quarter past twelve 
o’clock Tanner got down from the table and 
left the hall in charge of Dr. Gunn.

Doctor walked unaccompanied down stairs 
with a b1ícj of watermelon in his hand. 
He 
received an ovation from the crowd in the 
streets, stops and windows, and exhibited 
muchgrat.fication at his hearty reception. He 
ordered the cover of the carriage thrown back, 


aud joked aud talked with the crowd t'. at 
surrounded the vehie’e. After two or three 
dozen persons had graspeA his hand' the ac 
companying physician grasped him by ti e 
arm and held him in his seat to prevent him 
from 
‘ 
TIRING HIMSELP OUT. 
On reaching the residence of Dr. Guni>, 
Tanner laid down in the front parlor and en­ 
deavored to sleep. The milk and watermelon 
had not disagretd with him. 
Dr. Tanner 
weighed at the end of the fast 121J pounds. 
He lost 3(5 pounds in 40 cays. 
At 3:30 Dr. 
Tanner drank an ounce of light wine, after 
which he ate a small slice of watermelon. At 
4:30 he was eating with great relish a piece of 
beefsteak. 
He did not swallow the fibre, hut 
ouly partook of the juice oi the meat. Tne 
Doctor saw no visitors during the afternooD, 
and it was reported that he was in excelleut 
spirits. After four Dr. Tanner rested quietly. 
A t six he asked for an apple, which he ate, 
and then asked for nnd received two more. 
At seven he was given a l>eefsteak weighing 
half a pound, and partook of it. At eight he 
drank one ounce of wine, and then slept until 
ten, when he awoke and chatted cheerfully. 
l)r. Ward said that Dr. Tanner was well, and 
did not think any trouble would arise from 
his undertaking, lie had cone against the 
advice of all physicians, seemingly with a 
beneficial result, and he expected the Doctor 
to work to morrow on his biography.

late hour the Doctor was resting quietly.

they did not know what they were doing 
is shown in tlio fact th at they innocently 
indorsed tho Cincinnati platform in the 
same breath with which they rejected its 
currency resolutions. 
They were no doubt 
moved to take this step by the hopo of 
gaining the votes of soft-monev men, and 
their absurd stultification of the doctrines 
of their party only serves to show how very 
little conviction of any kind has todo with 
the character of their positions. The finan­ 
cial policy which they have so rashly 
espoused is one 
which, 
if 
successful,

country. 
The 
present status of the 
currency is by no means w hat it ought 
to be, but anything would 
be better 
than the crazy plan of the Greenbackers. 
T nat school garnishes its perverse and 
foolish 
financial 
crudities 
with 
pro 
fu3e 
expressions 
of 
regard 
for “ the 
People.” Demagogues and sham reformers 
of all kinds have invariably employed the 
samo phraseology, however, and this fact 
alone 
should 
render 
thinking 
men 
suspicious. 
W hat these people profess 
to want is the extinction of the National 
Hanks, and the substitution of a National 
currency for all other kinds. 
A t the same 
tune they propose th at all the coin in the 
Treasury should be paid out in redeeming 
the public debt, and th at then the public 
creditors whose claims had not been dis­ 
charged in this way should be left to 
avhistle for their money. 
This plan is 
Repudiation and National B ankruptcy; 
neither more nor less. 
It would not be 
an experiment, for the same kind of scheme 
has often been attem pted before, and 
there is only one possible ending toj it. 
In 
the 
first 
place 
the 
proposition 
that the national Government should issue 
the only currency is a fatally bad one. 
It 
is no part of the legitimate functions of 
Government to issue paper money, and 
no Government has ever done so w ithout 
repudiating its own issues in the end. 
A 
national currency based upon nothing has 
been the dream of sciolists from time im­ 
memorial, but though it has been a t­ 
tem pted several times, disaster and ruin 
are the only results ever derived from it. 
No such currency could be maintained at 
par. 
I t would depreciate from the first 
day of its issue. 
As it depreciated tbe 
same quacks who 
now clamor for it 
would declare th at its loss of value was 
owing to its insufficient volume. 
They 
would demand fresh issues, and with every 
fresh issue the depreciation 
would be 
greater, until the familiar outcome of the 
French Assignats aud the Continental cur­ 
rency had been reached. 


A New York Herald reporter has been 
iutc-rviewing Hancock on his omission to 
speak of free ships aud many other living 
issues, in his letter of .acceptance, and the 
<> neral lias given an o ld explanation of 
his reticence.

and they include bulldozing and fraud of 
the most systematic character.

of enthusiasm throughout the W est by his 
oratory, ami that his argumentative force, 
graced as it is by a distinct poetical ten­ 
dency, would raise up hosts of supporter?

The taste ior 
really good speaking is as strong as it ever 
was among the people, aud General Gar­ 
field is peculiarly qualified to gratify it. 


A San Francisco paper Saturday cor- 
tam ed a dispatch from Colusa announcing 
the arrest there of A. Montgomery, charged 
w ith perjury, iu falsely swearing to an as­ 
sessment liet return. 
It ap;ieara from the

not to have anything to do with the cur­ 
rency beyond its legitimate function of 
coining money. No Government cau safely 
engage in a banking busiues9. 
No demo­ 
cratic government can safely intrust the 
currency to a popular legislative body like 
Congress. 
The National Banking system 
is not the ideally best system, but it is in­ 
finitely better th ru anything th at has been 
ptoposed as a substitute for it by the 
Greenbackers. - The latter have several 
times modified their platform since they 
first took the fitld, but behind all their 
changing propositions lurks Repudiation. 
They are those who are not contented that 
the debt of the nation should be honestly 
discharged. 
They have always been in fa­ 
vor of scaling the debt, of cheating the 
public 
creditors, 
of 
diminishing the 
purchasing power of the people’s money. 
While 
they have been 
pretending to 
be deeply concerned for the interests of 
“ the people,” they have distinguished 
themselves a; the advocates of every as­ 
sault upuu the stability of tho currency 
aud the public credit th at ha¡ been made. 
They have foisted upon the country that 
silver dollar which is a fraud on its face, 
which threatens the currency with depre­ 
ciation, which imperils the permanence of 
resumption, and which constitutes a mast 
mischievous attack upon the purchasing 
power of the poor man's wages. 
They 
have struggled all the time to force upon 
the public a currency w orth less than that 
which they now possess. 
They have urged 
continually measures destructive of the 
public credit. 
They propose to lighten the 
burdens of taxation by acts of repudiation 
Wi.ieh would kill the prosperity of the 
nation. 
They think to gull the ignorant 
by pretending th at by some hocus-pocus 
they could make money more plentiful. 
In all this they only deceive tho3e who 
listen to them. 
If the Govemmnt were 
to 
issue 
a 
thousand 
million dollars 
in papier currency to-morrow, no single 
dollar of it would come into the hands of 
the poor save in exchange for full consider­ 
ation, either in labor or products of some 
kind. 
Inflation never made the {>oor rich, 
and never will. 
The rich are the only 
ones who over profit by such financial 
blunders. 
And in view of these facts we 
very earnestly advise 
the 
Republican 
County Convention which meets here to­ 
day to take a bold aud firm stand on 
behalf of hard money and a full recogni­ 
tion of public obligations. 
If it is thought 
necessary to refer to these questions in a 
platform, let the Chicago resolutions be 
taken as a guide and example. 
Democrats 
perhaps can afford to ally themselves with 
repudiation and financial heresy, but the 
Republican party has higher rcsponsibili- 
tics, and the friends of honest and enlight­ 
ened government require it to vindicate its 
reputation in all conjunctures of this kind. 


THE ACCOMPLISHED FAST. 


Dr. Tanner has accomplished his forty- 
day fast, and beyond losiug thirty-five 
pounds of flesh, and subjecting his stomach 
to much irritation, he does not thus far 
appear to be much the worse for fiis exper­ 
iment. 
I t must be very m ortifying to 
him to find, however, th at notw ithstanding 
all the precaution he had taken to have 
his case narrowly watched, the genuine­ 
ness of his fast is already being ques­ 
tioned by scientists who refuse to admit 
the possibility 
th at they 
might 
have 
been mistaken as to the capacity of the 
human system to endure deprivation of 
nourishment. 
The general, and as it ap­ 
pears to us the right belief, is that the fast 
has been a real one. 
There has been no 
hint of foul play proceeding from the 
watchers, who are all medical men, and who 
appear to have exercised a very close and 
vigilant guardianship over him throughout 
the experiment. It is possible that the Doc­ 
tor may have absorbed some inconsiderable 
nutrim ent from the alcoholic baths which 
he took ones or twice, but it is clear that 
the amount m ust have been very small, and 
th at it could not have materially assisted 


him. 
On the whole we think it will have 
to be adm itted as a fact th at in the year 
1SS0 a man named Dr. Tanner did fast 
forty days and nights, during the whole of 
th at period abstaining from all solid food 
whatever, and for the first ten days taking 
neither food nor drink. 
For thirty days 
Tanner has virtually subsisted on water, 
'[his fact may not possess much scientific 
value. 
I t may not demonstrate the feasi­ 
bility of similar abstinence for other men. 
But it m ust cause some mec.ical dogmas 
on tho subject of starvation to be modified, 
and it must also tend to remodel the current 
beliefs as to the capacity of the human frame 
for abstinence. If it is said th at Dr. Tanner 
lived upon his own body, the fact has its 
importance, for it shows th at a man may 
live upon his own body for forty days 
and then emerge alive, and not even 
utterly exhausted. 
It would seem more­ 
over that he chose the worst time of year 
for such an experiment, and th at if he 
could go forty days w ithout food in the 
bight cf summer, he ought to be able to last 
much longer iu the winter, when the dis­ 
integration of tissue is much slower. 
It is 
not probable th at public fasting will be­ 
come fashionable, because it is a kind of 
trial which takes too much out of the ex­ 
perimenter. 
It is possible, however, that 
attention will be drawn to Dr. Tanner’s 
theory about the practicability of curing 
many diseases through abstinence alone, 
aud th at thus a system of dietetics may be 
formulated of considerable benefit to the 
world. 
. 
— 
THE PORTE AND. THE POWERS. 


A fter all the Forte seems to have dis­ 
played much sagacity iu its recent dealings 
w ith the powers. 
It has managed to play 
them off against one another in a very satis­ 
factory way. 
The collective note has not 
frightened it, for the sufficient reason that 
it knows they cannot agree among them ­ 
selves. 
As soon as they had determined on 
a naval demonst ration they began to fall out 
about the details. The firet source of conten­ 
tion was over the question of a commander- 
in-chief. 
All the powers wanted to name 
and supply him, and it was found neces­ 
sary to tide over that question for a time. 
Then came the question how far the naval 
demonstration was to 
be 
carried, aud 
here again there arose the most hopeless 
difficulties. 
France would not stand any 
real fighting and few of the other powers 
felt disposed to 
have their 
ironclads 
blown up w ith torpedoes or knocked to 
pieces w ith heavy guns, for the sake 
of 
an 
idea. 
The 
Porte 
seems 
to 
have 
hail 
a 
very 
shrewd 
notion 
of 
the 
way 
things 
would 
turn 
out, 
for it has never halted in its preparations 
for war against Greece, and though pro­ 
testing against the course of the powers 
it has shown no intention to obey their 
dictation. It lias hoped th at Greece would 
begin hostilities, in which case it stood 
prepared to demolish the small Grecian 
army before the quarreling powers could 
do anything. 
Having got the whole case 
reopened, it has a better prospect than 
ever of overcoming the Greek frontier 
question. 
Evidently unless the powers 
can act harmoniously their threats will be 
idle, and evidently they have not been able 
to work in concert thus far. 
Greece will 
have to move very cautiously, meantime, 
for she has no effective support, and the 
Turk is far- too strong to bo invaded with 
impunity. 


THE BENDERS. 


It certainly begin3 to look a? though 
the right Benders had been caught at last, 
though it will not do to put too much 
reliance upon the confessions of the old 
mau and woman, in the absence of corrob­ 
orative evidence. If what they say is true, 
however, it is apparent th at the Bender 
family were of a kind seldom encountered 
save in romance. 
They seem to have been 
very near akin to the family of Sawney 
Beane, the cannibals, of whom tradition 
tells such horrible stories. 
They kept a 
murder shop, and all who came to their 
deu were pitile3ily slaughtered. 
Indeed, 
the alleged burial of the two children alive 
would indicate th at they were not only 
perfectly callous, b at th at they took a 
positive pleasure iu cruelty. 
It is a re­ 
volting narrative, and it show's how closely 
the supposed criminal tendencies of the 
middle ages may Ix¡ reproduced iu the 
nineteenth century, where the circum­ 
stances are favorable. 
A careful analysis 
of the history of this Bender family, of 
their beginnings an l early surroundings, 
would probably throw some new light upon 
their murderous predilections. Such habits 
do not spring into existence suddenly. 
They are the giow thof time and education. 


REFORMS IN RACING MATTERS. 


At the last meeting of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society some very sensible and 
long-needed reforms were adopted iu the 
arrangements connected with horse-racing. 
One of them was a rule th at hereafter 
every driver and jockey m ust be neatly 
aud decently clothed, and must wear a cap 
or jacket, or both, of some distinctive 
color. 
Another was to the effect th at 
hereafter there shall be used a large black­ 
board, suspended by w eights and pullej s 
between standards, near the judges’stand, 
and th at upon t is board the names and 
colors of the horses and drivers or riders 
shall lie 
displayed before 
every race. 
These are very great improvements. H ere­ 
tofore the pleasure and interest of the 
races have been seriously diminished by 
the difficulty of ascertaining the names of 
the horses, and of following them with the 
eye during the race, because of the ab­ 
sence of distinguishing color*. 
The same 
large blackboard will be used to announce 
the result of each heat, and this will be an 
improvement on the small board employed 
in the past, and which could only be seen 
clearly by those who were near to the 
judges' stand. 
All these changes, in fact, 
are extremely well-timed and satisfactory. 


K ing B ic h a r d ’s Bed.—In the corpora­ 
tion reeords of Leicester there is still pre­ 
served a story curiously illustrative of the 
darkness and precaution of Richard's char­ 
acter. 
Among his camp baggage it was his 
custom to carry a cumbersome wooden 
bedstead, which he avcried was the only 
thing he could sleep in, bu t in which lie 
contrived to have a secret receptacle for 
treasure, so th at it was concealed under a 
weight of timlier. 
After Bosworth field 
the troops of Henry pillaged I Ancestor, but 
the royal bed was neglected by every plun­ 
derer as useless lumber. 
The owner of the 
house afterwards discovering the hoard be­ 
came suddenly rich without any visible 
cause. 
He bought land, and at length be­ 
came Mayor of Leicester. 
Many years 
afterward his widow, who had been left in 
great affluence, was assassinated by' her 
servant, who bad been prviy to the affair, 
and at the trial of this culprit and her ac­ 
complices the w hole transaction came to 
light. 
Concerning this bed a public print 
of IS30 8tatea th at “ about half a century 
since the relic was purchased by a furniture 
broker in Leicester, who slept on it for 
many years and showed it to the curious. 
It continues in as good condition appa­ 
rently as when used by King Richard, be­ 
ing formed of oak and having a high polish. 
The daughter of the broker having married 
one Babbington of Kothley, near Ix-icester, 
the bed was removed to Babbnigton’s 
bouse, where it is still preserved.”

Salam anca (X. Y ), August 8th.—It was 
1:30 this morning before the boat with Geu- 
eral Garfield and party left Jamestown. 
Chautauqua was reached at 3 o'clock, where 
trouble a as experienced in getting rooms. 
Finally the tired party weie provided with 
cots or otherwise. 
General Garfield attended 
service in the amphitheater at 11 o’clock, sit­ 
ting among the audience. The Young Men's 
Christian Association meeting was held iu 
the ampliitheater at 2:30 P. ir. 
General Gar­ 
field was present, and occupied a seat on the 
platform. 
Fully 10,000 people were ai-seui- 
bled. Senator Kirkwood, Representatives 
Conger, Richardson and Williams, Murat 
Halstead and J. H. Shoodes, of Cleveland, 
accompanied General Garfield. 
Schuyler 
Colfax was also upon the platform, though 
not as one of the Garfield party. 
George H. 
Stuart, leader of the meeting, subsequently 
remarked that he knew of no instance when 
politics had been allowed to disturb these 
meetings. “ We have been banded together,” 
he added, “ as a body of Christian brothers ; 
blit we have with us this afternoon one who 
needs no words from his lips to tell us where 
his sympathies are in this great movement of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association. His 
past life, liis public history' and character, 
speak louder than any word he couid say on 
this occasion. 
Therefore it is meet, I think, 
that I shall simply ask our friend and Chris­ 
tian brother to rise aud pay his respects to 
this audience, feeling that in the peculiar 
situation in which he is placed his speaking 
here on such an important occasion will not 
be misconstrued, and 
I believe he 
is 
the 
iast man 
in 
the world 
to 
use 
any 
such occasion 
for political capital. 
These associations are banded together, not 
for the purpose of keeping this or that man, 
but for savirig the country for God and 
eternity.” After a few further remarks. Mr. 
Stuart presented General Garfield, saying, 
“ I take great pleasure in introducing our 
Christian friend and brother, General James 
A. Garfield of the United States.” Mr. Gar­ 
field rose, bowed and sat down. 
As he was 
at one end of the platform those in the oppo­ 
site 
end of the building were unable to see 
him, and Mr. Stuart requested him to come 
to the front of the platform and bow again. 
As he stepped forward there were cries from 
all parts of the audience of “ Speech, speech.” 
“ Let him speak !” 
“ Garfield! Garfield!” 
etc. The General bowed, and when quiet 
was restored, said : “ I thank you for this 
recognition. This is not, in my judgment, a 
proper time or place for me to make a speech. 
I thank you again.” The General then 
stepped back. 
A t a signal from Mr. Stuart 
a vast number of white handkerchiefs were 
suddenly waved by the audience, the effect 
beir.g very striking and singular. This is 
called the Chautauqua salute, and takes the 
place, on extraordiuary occasions, of ap­ 
plause, which is not allowed. After singing 
of a hymn the meeting closed. As General 
Gaifield descended from the platform to leach 
the exit, a rush was made of people desiring 
to shake his hand, but upon Stuart's calling 
out a request to defer this to some other tion-, 
he was allowed to go out undisturbed. 1 • r. 
returned at once to the hotel. 
The General 
and party passed a very quiet and restful day 
here.

Tiie fifteenth exhibition of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute will be opened on Tues­ 
day, at the Pavilion, on Mission and 
Kighth streets.

Comparison of Freight Rates 
Eetween 
Shipping Points. 


A t a meeting of the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, held in San Francisco last week, 
the following business was transacted : 
The Secretary reported that he had re­ 
ceived copies of the tariffs of all the trans­ 
portation companies in the State, except 
two, the Sajiiias Valley Railroad Company 
and the Pacific Coast Steamship Company. 
A reply was received from the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company to the request for 
their tariff to the following efl'ect : 
“ The 
company is engaged in commerce and navi­ 
gation. 
Its ships are running regulafly 
upon the Pacific ocean as passenger and 
freight ships. 
The company and its steam­ 
ships are engaged in both interstate aud 
foreign 
commerce. 
The 
steamships 
are 
enrolled 
aud 
liceused, 
aud 
all 
provisions of the Acts of Congress have 
been complied with, entitling them to 
all 
the 
protection 
and 
privileges 
of vessels of the United States eugaged in 
commerce-and navigation of the waters of 
the United States. 
The Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company is, upon these facts, 
advised that the regulation of its commerce 
belongs exclusively to tlie domain of Con­ 
gressional power ; th at there is no jurisdic­ 
tion iu the State tc supplement that action, 
or to impose burdens or restrictions in ad­ 
dition to the action of Congress. 
Acting 
upon this advice the company begs icave, 
respectfully, to decline at present acceding 
to the demands of the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners. 
But is, however, willing to make 
any amicable ariangement calculated to 
test the questions involved at as great a 
saving to both parties of time and trouble 
as may be possible. 
The company hopes 
your Board will be willing to meet it iu the 
same spirit. 
Its position in this m atter is 
taken in good faitn, aud with a view of 
having the question settled with as little 
expense as possible.” 
The .Secretary of the Board has prepared 
a number of tables in aciordanee with the 
resolutions of the Commissioners, giving 
the amount charged for freights on De­ 
cember 31, 1879, and on May 1, 1880, and 
the [.resent decrease or increase, if any. 
In tiie rates for ore there is a general re­ 
duction. 
From Yuma the reduction in 
base metal is 11 per’ cent., Battle Dome, 
Eureka and Chiiuuey Peak, S ; Roods, Re­ 
dondo aud Camp California, 10; Ehren- 
berg, 5 ; Aubrey, 1. 
There is an increase 
of 2 [icr cent, from El Dorado Canyon and 
1 from Hardyville. 
In ore, valuation not 
§100 per ton, the reduction from Yuma is 
2S per cent. 
The reduction is less along 
the road until at El Dorado Canyon it is 
19 per cent. 
From Gila City it is 31 per 
cent.; Maricopa 45, and Tucson 47. 
Iu 
miscellaneous articles, classified, there is a 
general reduction and some increase. 
In the rates of freight for flour there is 
also a reduction at San Pablo of 374 P®1- 
cent.; Vallejo Landing. 374 percent.; Port 
Costa and Monterey, 50 per cent.; W ash­ 
ington, 17; Marysa’ille and 
Yulia, 42; 
Chico, 21 ; Tehama, 39 ; Red Bluff, 44 ; 
Redding, 31. 
There is an increase of 27 
per cent, from Downey, Norwalk, Costa, 
Anaheim and Santa Ana, and 374 from 
Santa Monica. 
There is also an increase of 
C per cent, from Milpitas and 1 per cent, 
from Sacramento and 50 per cent, from 
Los Angeles. 
These are the only instances 
in which the rates for flour are increased.

The rates are raised 33 per cent.

The rates for green fruit from most 
places are reduced, but from ltipon, Mo­ 
desto, Atwater, Merced and Fresno there 
is au increase ranging from 7 to 39 per 
per cent. 
In potatoes, by the carload, between 
here and Antioch, taking in Martinez, Val­ 
lejo Lauding, Pinole, etc., there is a re­ 
duction averaging 
over fifty per cent. 
From here to Niles there is no change. 
At 
San Jose there is a decrease of tw enty per 
cent and of fourteen at Sacramento. 
From 
W heatland, Marysville, Chico, Tehama, 
Red Bluff and Bedding there arc reductions 
from eight to twenty-five per cent. 
There 
are reductions of from eight to tw enty per 
cent from Merced, Goshen and interm edi­ 
ate places. 
From Glo-ter, Sand Creek,

the 
reduction 
averages 75 per cent., and over 50 per 
cent, from Ravena, Lang, Kent, Newhall, 
Santa Monica, San Fernando, Sepulveda, 
Florence, Compton, Dominguez and Cer­ 
ritos. 
At Los Angeles and W ilmington it 
is changed, making the rate now charged 
the same at all those places. 
Rates are

The rate for horses, cattle and 
sheep in carloads is reduced. 
For first-class freight between

mento and San Francisco and intermediate 
placea the increase is 33 percent., hut be­ 
tween Sacramento and Stockton, French 
Camp, Lodi and G alt there has been no 
change. 
Between Sacramento and Cicero, 
lone and adjacent points, there has been 
an average reduction of about 20 per cent. ; 
to W heatland, 6 per cent., Chico II per 
cent., Tehama 21 per cent., Red Bluff 17 
per cent. 
Modesto aud adjacent stations 
to A tw ater are credited 
with an 
in­ 
crease of rates 
averaging 
about 4 per 
cent., and beginning with Hanford to 
Mohave the rates remain stationary. From 
Sacramento to Downey, Norwalk, Costa 
and Anaheim there is au increase of 27 per 
cent., and from San Gabriel to Banning a 
reduction of from 13 to 49 per cent., Ga­ 
briel being credited with the smaller reduc­ 
tion and Binning with the larger. 
In second class freight the increase of 
tariff over the points named in the pre­ 
ceding. ranges from 11 to 37 per cent., the 
largest figure prevailing a t those stations, 
except those east, within ¡00 or 150 miles 
of Sacramento. 
The stations east there­ 
from get a reduction of from 4 to 15 per 
cent., according to distance. 
For third- 
class the percentage of increase is much 
higher, ranging from 17 to 50 percent., 
and in the Fourth and fifth classes there is 
an average reduction of about 17 per cent, 
over all the roads, except those going east 
from Sacramento, the reduction there be­ 
ing from 3 to 4 per cent. 
The tables show th at there are more re­ 
ductions than increases by a great major­ 
ity between here and the more than 1,000 
shipping points in the State. 
The Board arranged a programme for 
their next trip, as follows: Modesto, Sep­ 
tember 
6th ; 
Merced, September 7 th ; 
Fresno, September 8th ; Visalia, Septem­ 
ber 9th ; Bakersfield, September 10th. 
The Board then adjourned.

The Republican primaries were held in this 
city and throughout the county Saturday to 
choose delegates to the County Convention, 
which meets iu this city in the M etropolitan 
Theater at 12 o’clock .noon, to-day. 
In this 
city 1,920 votes were cast. The contest was 
exceedingly warm and has not been equalled 
in many years for energy of electioneering 
and exhibition of feeling. 
In the F irst W ard 
there wa3 not much excitement, the regular 
caucus ticket beingelected w ithout opposition, 
save in the case of one candidate. 
' In the Second W ard two regular club 
tickets were in the field, and were pushed 
with great vigor by their friends. The strug­ 
gle in this ward, while it involved to some 
extent Page ar.d anti-Page men on the Con­ 
gressional fight, really centered about the 
candidates for Supervisor, J . W. W ilson and 
W . 1). Stalker, the former achieving au ad­ 
m itted victory.

In the Third W ard there was the widest 
split. 
I t was li«re not only Page and anti­ 
Page, but involved the candidacy of T. H. 
Berkey and S. S. Beede for County Clerk, 
and John Rider, H .

M. Henderson and P. A. Miller, as candi­ 
dates for County Treasurer, made a contest 
in all the wards, but did not manifest it in 
the support of this or th at ticket so warmly 
as others, their canvass being mostly per­ 
sonal. 
The canvass yesterday at the polls 
also involved the candidacy of W. E. Gerber 
for the office of A uditor, in the Third W ard 
of Ezra l ’earson for Supervisor, and in the 
F irst W ard of John F .

I t has been mentioned from time to lime 
in these columns ’hat several inventors of 
Sacram ento were engaged in the effort to 
solve the electric light pfoblem, a la Brush, 
Sawyer, Edison and other electricians of the 
East, and th at it might occur th at Sacra­ 
mento would yet have the credit of prodiicing 
the most perfect and practical light by e'ec- 
tr city. 
A t the Pioneer Box Factory of 
Cooke & Son, M and Front streets, Saturday 
evening and yesterday, au exhibition was 
given of the electric light as produced by the 
machinery of Yi’aterhuitse ft Co., of Sacra- 
meuto (Messrs. F. B. Rae, A. G. W aterhouse 
and W. S. Johnston). 
A fter continued ex­ 
perim ent for tiie past eight or niue months 
they have evolved the invention of w hat is 
apparently a complete system necessary to 
the production of electric light, embracing 
the generator for producing the electricity 
and several forms of lam ps or regulators. 
A t the exhibitions mentioned a small ma­ 
chine, designed to feed oue or two lamps of 
the large kind, was driven by power used 
upon one of the planing machines, and the 
current led to the lamp near by. 
The light, 
so far as the non-profcSsional could judge, 
was all that could be desired. 
I t was white 
ami perfectly steady and uniform aud did uot 
flicker in the slightest degree. 
I t shouhi he 
stated th at the claim for the lamp is chiefly 
based upon its being designed to produce a 
constant light devoi I of the flicker notice­ 
able iu many other forms. 
The large room 
of the mill, -ome forty by eighty feet, was 
brilliantly lighted Setnrday evening, and

In the Sacramento machine, he claims,

The divi-ibiiity of the 
light upon this plan is regulated by the pow er 
of the generator and the pierfection of the 
regulating mechanism of the lamp. By being 
able to accurately control the re-istance in 
the arc, the cum ber of lani|is th at m ay be 
used depends, he claims, only upon the power 
of the machine. 
The manner of accomplish­ 
ing this perfect regulati m has, it is claimed, 
been reached by mechanism d-vised by Mr. 
W aterhouse, and which contributes largely 
to the success of the whole mach n*. I t con­ 
tis s simply of produeiug a constant feed of 
she ciibon candles equal to the consumption, 
ai d is done by causing the current itself to 
govqrn the «need of the feed.
